The city solicitor who will be elected 
under the provisions of the municipal 
code will be a much more important 
official than even the mayor himself. 
The board of public safety will have 
next to nothing to do with the police 
force, except to act as civil service 
commission. The mayor will have the 
authority to appoint the members of 
the police force under the civil service 
system, but that will be about 
the 


limit of his authority. The city solicit- 
or will be elected by the people, and 
will not in any sense be answerable 
to the mayor or any other city officer 
He will appoint the police prosecutor 
He will have the authority to name 
any one of his assistants to perform 
i the duties of police prosecutor, and if 
the solicitor should see fit to detail his 
ablest and best salaried assistant to 
this duty, he could do so without inter 
erence. The 
enforcement 
of 
the 


aws agatnst gambling, of the mid 
night and closing ordinances, will be 
argely in the hands of the city solicit 
or. If the police fail to enforce the 
aws. the solicitor might call the at 
ention of the court to the omission 
and if the courts should happen to I) 
in favor of the enforccement of th 
Jaws, policemen who fait to make ar- 
rests for its violation might find 
themselves in an embarrassing posi- 
tion. It is now realized that the.big 
flght in most of the municipalities will 
center on the election of tbo city so- 
licitor, for he is really the biggest 
thing in the pot.
